TRENTON. N.J. < UP!) - Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quinlan "right to die" case Monday 
and some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make Ilfe-or-death decisions as part of a daily routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with "grace and dignity." 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquillisers and alcohol at a party 
for a friend. 


The Quinlans want the court to grant them permission to remove 


Karsn from the respirator. In October, the Quintans failed to per- 
suade a lower «mirt to support them in their plea. Her doctors'had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain is alive ami she does not meet any of the medical standards 
normally used tn declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand'down a decision in the case. 


The Quintans' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life.

The joint Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian truce committee reported 


the "demilitarization process" was progressing. Under the plan by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Haliin Khaddam, international high- 
ways have opened and all gunmen are to be off the streets by 6 
p.m. Tuesday. 


The state radio said all gunmen from both Christian and Moslem 


sides had withdrawn from the city by 10 p.m.

EMERGING AS A front-runner for 


the vacant trustee post Monday night 
was former Village. Pres. Ralph Clar- 
bour. Clarbour served as village pres- 
ident from July 1974 to April 1975. 


Clarbour has remained active in vil- 


lage affairs as chairman of a special 
committee studying what role local 
government should take in social ser- 
vice agencies. 


He was recommended by Trustee 0. 


V. Anderson and three members of 
the audience. 


Clarbour confirmed after the meet- 


ing that he will apply for the position. 
More to come. 


Trustee 
Richard Durava agreed 


' with Anderson that it is important to 


appoint someone with previous experi- 
ence because- of upcoming budget 
hearings. 


"It would certainly be nice to get 


someone who could step right in, who 
has the background and has done the 
job before," Durava said. 


CLARBOUR DREW praise from 


several residents, including Martin 
Cawley, who led a group of about 30 
persons wearing black arm bands "in 
mourning for Alice (Harms)." 


" A l i v e Harms loved Arlington 


Heights more than anyone in the vil- 
lage," Cawley said.

Architect for police station sought

Hanson cited crowded conditions as 


reasons for the new building. "We've 
just outgrown our area. We can't go 
up.

The police department has "more 


than doubled in size" since moving 
into the municipal building in 1962, 
Hanson said. 


The proposed site for a new police 


station is immediately east of the mu- 
nicipal building on Sigwalt Street. 


"The greatest, need is for office 


space," Hanson said. "The chief 


doesn't have adequate quarters to get 
two people in there and be comfort- 
able. There are no interrogation 
rooms. Part of the', force has lockers 
downstairs and others are upstairs.'

Preliminary planning for a public

Dist. 25 studies figures 
to find deficit solution 


Downtown 
dollar days 
start today 


Facts and figures concerning in- 


creases in class size, reduction in 
staff and building costs were pre- 
sented Monday to Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 board members to assist 
them in solving the district's financial 
dilemma. 


The board will meet again next 


Monday as a committee-of-the-whole 
to discuss specific methods of offset- 
ting a projected $3.9 million financial 
deficit by 1984. The deficit is caused 
by a severe drop in enrollment, which 
results in a decrease in state aid reve- 
nue. Enrollment is predicted to de- 
cline 31 per cent by 1984. 


The administration presented three 


plans to the board Monday calling for 
an adjustment in the district's aver- 
age class size of 25 students. The first 
plan would maintain the average 
class size at 24.3 students at the ele- 
mentary grade level and would re- 
duce staff by 17.7 employes next year. 
Figuring on a salary of $12,000 pa- 
staff member the district could reduce 
its salary expenditures by roughly 
$212,400, said Supt. Donald Strong. 


According to the second plan, class 


*ize would1 b» increased to 26.4 stu- 


dents, reducing staff by 43.5 employ- 
es, saving the district about $522,000 
next year. The third plan calls for an 
average class size of 28.9 next year, 
reducing staff by 68.9, and generating 
a savings of about $826,800. 


JAMES MODEC, president of the 


teachers union in Dist. 25 told the 
board about the teachers' concern 
over possible increases in class size. 


"We, the Arlington Teachers Assn., 


most earnestly request the most care- 
ful, creative scrutiny of the present 
educational programs and of future 
adjustments before increasing class 
size, as we feel class size to be the 
most critical factor in a quality edu- 
cation for our children," said Modec. 
"We urge the board of education to 
scrutinize thoroughly all financial ex- 
penditures in the district and consider 
them carefully in reaching any deci- 
sion prior to considering the teacher 
pupil-ratio." 


Strong said there is no documented 


evidence that class size makes a sig- 
nificant difference in the quality of 
education. But in his opinion'.an aver- 
age class size of more than 30 could 
crowd classrooms and wssibly strain 


the ability of teachers to deal with* 
each child.

"Especially with younger kids those- 


early years are critical," he said.-

The elevator doors opened and the 


television cameras and lights focused 
on the bundle in Margaret Cwik's 
arms.

Amy began crying for the reporters 


— the same cry that saved her life 
Thursday night; she was less than 12 
hours old then. 


CHARLES REINHOLD entered St. 


Edna Catholic Church, Arliilgton 
Heights, to open the doors for Choir 
practice Thursday night when he 
heard a baby's cry from a storage 
room. Inside the chilly 53-degree room 
was a child clad in a gauze diaper 
and wrapped in a terrycloth dish tow- 
el. Someone had placed her in a card- 
board lost and found box. 


Calls were placed to police and fire 


departments. The infant was rushed 
to the hospital, where it was pro- 
nounced in good health with' strong 
lungs.

The Illinois Supreme Court ruled 


Monday a public school district must 
provide transportation for public and 
private school students or lose state 
transportation funds. 


The ruling involved Oak Forest 


Dist. 142, which has been denied state 
funds since the 1971-72 school year for 
failing to furnish transportation to 
non-public school students. State law 
requires pubic schools to provide 
transportation for parochial students, 
stating they are part of the public 
school citizenry. 


Currently, a number of Northwest 


suburban school districts, which pro- 
vide bus transportation to their own 
students, also provide for private pu- 
pils. 


In the Oak Forest ruling, the court 


rejected the district argument that 
the state law is unconstiutional and

clauses, in the U.S. and Illinois con- 
stitutions. 


The district also contended it was 


being penalized by the state board of 
education because it challenged the 
law. 


The court said the state board was 


following another state law that says 
funds can be denied a district that 
fails, for any given school year, to 
maintain school as required by law. 


The district was notified that it was 


jeopardizing its state funds'by refus- 
ing to transport parochial students in 
1969.

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Economic report promises lower prices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford said Monday the nation's econo- 
my is improving from the worst re- 
cession since World War II. He pre- 
dicted more jobs and lower consumer 
prices in 1976. 


"We are going to do better in unem- 


ployment. We are going to do better 
in the rate of inflation," Ford said. He 
then signed the annual report of his 
Council of Economic Advisers before 
sending it to Congress, 


The President's report said inflation 


will remain at about 6 per cent 
through 1976 and unemployment will 
remain "distressingly high," although 
it will Improve from the current 8.3 
per cent rate. 


Council Chairman Alan Greenspan 


said a sudden surge in inflation is the 
only thing that could untrack the eco- 
nomic recovery. "At the moment we 
see no evidence" of price pressures 
beyond routine increases, he said. 


Greenspan discounted any major In- 


flation resulting from wage contracts 
for an estimated 10 million workers in 
1976. He said less than 2 million work- 
ers might receive wage increases 
higher than 10 per cent, a number too 
small to have any serious impact. 


In calling his report a recipe for 


"a firm, steady, long-range plan for 
reviving of the American economy," 
Ford said 1975 was "very tough" be- 
cause "this country went through the 


sharpest, deepest recession 
since 


World War H." 


Since the recession was at its worst 


in March, Ford said the number of 
Americans with jobs increased 1.2 
million to about 85 million. He said 
the annual rate of inflation fell from 
12 per cent In 1974 to 7 per cent last 
year. 


But Ford said, "Even under the 


best of circumstances, the return to 
full employment cannot realistically 
be accomplished this year or next." 


The report predicted further im- 


provement in 1976. Food and energy 
price increases should moderate even 
more, housing construction should in- 
crease significantly, consumer spend- 


ing should'rise and the nation's total 
output of goods and services after ad- 
justment for inflation should increase 
after the first back-to-back annual de- 
clines in 29 years. 


But the report was cautiously opti- 


mistic and contained many warnings 
that attempts to overstimulate the 
economy through excessive federal 
spending would bring greater inflation 
and possibly more unemployment. 


In other economic matters Monday, 


the Agriculture Department reported 
a typical American family paid a 
record average of $1,876 for farm- 
grown food in 1975, with 72 per cent of 
the $126 increase going to middlemen. 


But department economists also of- 


fered some good news: food inflation 
during the first half of this year is 
expected to run only about half the 
1975 rate — again, most of the in- 
crease due to increasing middleman 
costs. 


The $1,876 "market basket" cost is 


computed on the basis of what a theo- 
retical (average household of 3.2 per- 
sons paid for a variety of farm-pro- 
duced goods, averaged over the 12 
months. The average in 1974 was 
$1,750. 


The $126 increase, down sharply from 


the $213 leap the previous year, was 
divided into a $35 gain in average re- 
turns to farmers for market basket 


foods and a $91 gain in the middle- 
man's spread which covers all costs 
and profits in handling and processing 
the foods. 


According to the report, farmers av- 


eraged $783 for the foods they contrib- 
uted to the market basket last year, 
compared with $748 in 1974. Middle- 
men averaged $1,093 for their services 
and profits in 1975 compared with 
$1,002 the previous year. 


Department economists also said 


they have scaled down slightly their 
estimate of 1975 retail prices for all 
foods — a figure including items like 
fish and coffee, not included in the 
market basket. 


'Trial of century9 


begins today for 
Patricia Hearst 


SAN FRANCISCO(UPI) - A feder- 


al judge Monday removed the last ob- 
stacle to start of the historic Patricia 
Hearst trial by rejecting a motion to 
dismiss the bank robbery charge on 
grounds the prosecution had not told a 
grand jury details of her "violent ab- 
duction." 


The ruling by U.S. District Judge 


Oliver J. Carter cleared the way for 
jury selection Tuesday in the bizarre 
case of the 21-year-old heiress, ac- 
cused of joining the terrorist acts of 
the Symblonese Liberation Army cult 
that kidnaped her. 


One defense attorney forecast it 


would be "the trial of the century." 


The brief arguments before Carter 


went to the heart of the prosecution 
and defense cases in a "show trial" 
expected to last two months or more. 


Defense lawyer Albert Johnson told 


the court that the U'.S. attorney's of- 
fice had in its possession evidence 
about Miss Hearst's kidnaping which 
was "exculpatory" — that it provided 
an explanation why she might later 
have been terrorized into joining the 
armed bank robbery. 


Johnson charged that evidence was 


not presented to the grand jury. 


Carter broke into the midst of the 


attorney's remarks. 


"Your argument would indicate that 


the grand jury is a body that deter- 
mined guilt or Innocence," Carter 
said. "It is not. 


"It is a body with responsibility to 


determine whether there is sufficient 
evidence so that a person should be 
indicted for a criminal offense." 


U.S. Attorney James L. Browning 


Jr., responding to Johnson, said the 
government never has and does not 
now consider the kidnaping of Miss 
Hearst to be "exculpatory" of her 
subsequent conduct. 


"But there is no basis for the as- 


sumption that no evidence about the 
abduction was presented to the grand 
jury," Browning said. "I can assure 
the court that the evidence put before 
the grand jury was not all one-sided." 


"The motion is denied," said Judge 


Carter. "Jury selection starts tomor- 
row." 


Miss Hearst, looking frail and with 


dark circles below her eyes in a pale 
face, sat motionless and silent during 
the arguments. 


Fifteen feet away, inside the well of 


the basketball courtsized courtroom 
sat her parents, Randolph and Cath- 
erine Hearst, and her younger sister, 
Vicki. They smiled at each other and 
whispered inaudible pleasantries be- 
fore the pretrial proceedings began. 


A panel of 250 prospective jurors, 


the largest pool ever summoned in a 
federal trial here, was scheduled to be 
brought in Tuesday for the start of 
jury selection. It is expected to take 
about two days. The jury will be se- 
questered during the trial.

Colby: leaked CIA report 'totally biased1 


William E. Colby, in probably his last appearance as CIA direc- 


tor, said Monday a House Intelligence Committee report leaked to 
the press was "totally b'ased" and the leak represented a "bursting 
of the dam protecting many of our secret operations and activities. 
The report showed the CIA, FBI and other federal intelligence 
agencies were spending as much as $10 billion a year, and were 
"beyond the scrutiny" of Congress. He said he did not know who 
leaked the report, but said it was up to others to find out. Ford said 
the release raised "serious questions" on congressional handling of 
security secrets. 


Cambodians claim U.S. blocks repatriation 


A group of Cambodians who want to return to their native land 


claimed in Philadelphia Monday the U.S. government was blocking 
their repatriation efforts. A United Nations representative, how- 
ever, said the United States has agreed to let the Cambodians 
leave. Sam Ouern, spokesman for the self-proclaimed "Cambodian 
repatriates," told a news conference the U.S. government was try- 
ing "to tell us to live in the United States and wait until such time 
as we could aid in the counter-attack of Cambodia." 


Senate OKs reservist call-up bill 


The Senate approved legislation Monday giving the President 


power to call up to 50,000 selected reservists into active duty for a 
limited period of time without a declaration of war or a national 
emergency. The bill, passed 77 to 0 and sent to the House, specifi- 
cally prohibits the reservists being used in cases of insurrection, for 
the enforcemen of federal or sate law, or for assistance in catas- 
trophe, accident or disaster. The new call-up authority is separate 
and distinct from existing national emergency legislation. 


State-run doctor insurance in California? 


Gov. Edmund Drown Jr. expressed concern Monday that a pro- 


posed solution to the slowdown by Southern California doctors fac- 
ing a deadline on higher malpractice insurance rates Wednesday 
may cause financial problems for the state. A bill before the legis- 
lature would create a state administered liability insurance fund 
with $4,000 payments by doctors joining the pool. Brown said it was 
not determined what kind of deficit might build up for the state in 
future years if contributions by doctors remain limited. 


Angola aid ban resolution sponsored 


More than 200 House members co-sponsored a "sense of Con- 


gress" resolution Monday that would ban U.S. military aid to Ango- 
la. Rep. Toby Moffett, D-Conn., one of the resolution's sponsors, 
claimed the resolution had support in high levels of the State De- 
partment. 


In Angola, meantime, pro-Western forces established a "fight to 


the death" defense line to block an expected offensive against their 
central Angolan capital of Huambo by Marxist troops with Soviet- 
supplied armor and jets.

U.S. vetoes U.N. move to 
create Palestinian state 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The 


United States Monday vetoed a Secur- 
ity Council resolution calling for the 
establishment of an independent Pa- 
lestinian state in the Middle East and 
demanding Israel's withdrawal from 
all occupied Arab territory. 


The vote was 9-1 with three absten- 


tions. Britain, Sweden and Italy ab- 
stained and China and Libya refused 
to participate in the vote. 


Under council rules, the -lone U.S. 


negative vote killed the measure. 


Before the vote on the resolution, 


sponsored by six non-permanent coun- 
cil members, the 15-nation .group re- 
jected a British effort to amend it to 
make it more acceptable to the 
United States. 


The British amendment would have 


had the Council declare that nothing 
in the draft resolution superseded pro- 
visions of Resolutions 242 and 338, laid 
down as the basis of U.N. Middle East 
peace efforts after the 1967 and 1973 
Arab-Israeli wars. 


The vote on the amendment was 4-2, 


with Libya1 and China opposing it and 
France, Italy and Sweden supporting 
the British initiative. Nine affirmative 
votes are required for council approv- 
al of a measure. 


U.S. Ambassador Daniel, Patrick 


Moynihan told the council: 


"The provisions that were before us 


were such that we considered the 


negotiating framework would have 
been altered in ways that would have 
been seriously harmful to the future 
of the peace-making process." 


He said the State Department was 


issuing "at this very moment" in 
Washington a statement that "more 
completely sets out U.S. views on 
where this debate has left us in our 
search for a Middle East peace." 


An Israeli spokesman said Israel 


"applauds the U.S. stand and sees in 
it an important contribution toward 
stability in the Middle East." 


He reiterated the Israeli position 


that direct Arab-Israeli negotiations 
are tha only way to achieve an overall 
settlement and called again for a re- 
convening-of the Geneva Conference. 


Moynihan said the U.S. veto "was 


not based on antipathy to the aspira- 
tions of the Palestinians," but rather 
on the conviction that passage of the 
resolution was not the best way to 
deal with the Palestinian issue. 


Moynihan's negative vote was the 


13th U.S. veto in the 30-year history of 
the United Nations. 


Immediately after the vote, Secre- 


tary General Kurt Waldheim voiced 
fears of a renewed conflict in the 
Middle East. 


"There are frustrations which un- 


doubtedly will lead to further vio- 
lence," Waldheim told the council. 


"THE 
STAKES IN the Middle 


East question are now perhaps higher 
than ever and we soon will be facing 
new deadlines which . . . can only 
bring a new situation of crisis."

medical advances permit it? 


"Where do you draw the line?" 


asked Justice Morris Pashman. "Isn't 
this the same as euthanasia, whether 
you consider it active or passive? 
Isn't it death by a different route?" 


"Why should it be a duty to con- 


tinue a respirator if it fails mechani- 
cally? Why should there be any differ- 
ence?" asked Justice Sidney Schrei- 
ber. 


"And . . if you decide to give treat- 


ment . . . you mean you can't change 
your mind . . . and stop it, given that 
the patient remains in a hopeless con- 
dition." 


Armstrong told the court there was 


no doubt that Karen was alive. But he 
said she "is in a persistive vegetative 
state, she has irreparable brain dam- 
age, and she will die within one year. 
What we're asking the court to do is, 
not to kill her, but to allow the sus- 
pension of futile life sustaining mea- 
sures so that her natural body pro- 
cesses can take place." 


"Aren't you asking us to allow her 


to die?" asked Justice Mark A. Sulli- 
van. "In future cases, where the 
patient's life is simply a nuisance to a 
family, wouldn't such a law leave the 
door wide open where it should be 
shut?" 


The Quinlans sat quietly in the last 


row of the courtroom. They said after- 
wards they were "extremely pleased" 
by the persistent questions from the 
justices as to the "shades of differ- 
ence" in their daughter's case.

An ordinance declaring the $13 mil- 


lion Arlington Square apartment de- 
velopment a public nuisance has been 
approved by the Arlington Heights 
Village Board. 


The project, formerly called Rand- 


53 
is labeled "unsafe, unsanitary and 
hazardous" in theordlnance passed 
unanimously this week. 


Approval of the ordinance is the

.5 million loss foreseen 
Dist. 214 opposes unit plan 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education Monday night voted unani- 
mously to oppose any effort by Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 to form a 
unit district. 


The board learned Monday night 


that the district stands to lose about 
$1.5 million a year in state aid if a 
Dist. 59 unit district is formed. Ad- 
ministrators also told the board Mon- 
day they could not see "any advan- 
tages" for Dist. 214 if a unit district is 
formed. 


Dist. 59 is in the midst of studying 


converting to a unit district in which 
one administration and school board 
would govern elementary and high 
schools. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts in Dist. 214. 


ACCORDING TO figures reviewed 


by the Dist. 214 board, the high school 
district would lose about 42 per cent 
of its tax base, about 27 per cent of its 
students and about $6 million in assets 
if a unit district were formed. 


"I don't come up with any advan- 


tages for Dist. 214 if this (unit) dis- 
trict is formed," Supt. Edward Gil- 
bert said. "We've been thinking and 
so far we come up dry." 


Gilbert said not only would a unit 


district hurt them financially, but it 
would also cause "personnel prob- 
lems." 
' 


"Most of our declining enrollment is 


in the remaining part of Dist. 214. We 
would have to decrease personnel 
more rapidly and in greater propor- 
tion," Gilbert said. 


Board Pres. Eugene Artemenko, the 


only member of the Dist. 214 board 
from the Dist. 59 attendance area, 
said the impetus behind the Dist. 59 
study is the "opportunity to increase 
their assessed valuation per student. 
If it were not to their (financial) bene- 
fit they wouldn't go ahead with the 
study."

Legal panel 
OKs ban on 
coin games 


A ban on coin-operated amusement 


centers within the village has been 
agreed to by the legal committee of 
the Arlington Heights Village Board. 


An ordinance banning arcades wilt 


not be drafted until decisions also are 
made on license fees* and how many 
of the coin-operated devices should be 
allowed at one location. 


Most Arlington Heights businesses 


with coin-operated machines have 
about five or six, but Arlington Park 
has about 20 and Pit 'N Pub has 17, 
according to Village Building Comr. 
Martin Munsen. 


A decision needs to be made on how 


many machines constitute an arcade, 
he said at last week's legal committee 
meeting. 


THERE ARE ALSO no restrictions 


on where the machines are installed, 
Munsen said. 


"I think we agree that restaurants 


and bars' can have these devices, but I 
don't associate them with grocery 
stores," said Trustee David Griffin, 
chairman of the committee. "I cer- 
tainly wouldn't want to see any kind 
of arcade in downtown Arlington 
Heights. I don't think it would aid 
greatly the development of the down- 
town area." 


Trustee 0. V. Anderson recom- 


mended the village raise its fee on 
each machine from $30 to $100 per 
year. Anderson said, "If they want to 
have them, let them pay for it." 


Griffin and Trustee August Bettman 


objected, saying $100 was too high. 


A survey of ordinances on the de- 


vices' in 10 other communities shows 
' license fees range from $10 to $30, al- 
though a proposed ordinance in 
Evanston calls for a $100 fee per de- 
vice. 


IN BUFFALO GROVE no more 


than three devices are permitted at 
one business, and none are allowed in 
any "mercantile" buildings. Rolling 
Meadows has a limit of 20 machines 
per premise, and Evanston's proposed 
ordinance calls for a limit of six. 
"The Evanston proposal also re- 
stricts any person under 14 from play- 
ing the devices unless accompanied 
by a parent or guardian. 


The Arlington Heights legal com- 


mittee agreed the village's ordinance 
should not have an age limitation. 


"I can't see putting on an age'limit 


until we have a problem," Griffin 
said. "It would just give the, police de- 
partment another duty. I'm'sure they 
don't want to go arrest a 13-year-old 
kid for playing a pinball machine."

this issue,", said Artemenko "If they 
think Dist. 214 doesn't care they will

After the unanimous vote, Gilbert

Dist. 59 faces program cuts, deficit 


Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 faces 


program cuts and a deficit budget for 
next year, despite a tax rate increase 
approved by voters last fall. 


After hearing financial projections 


for the next four years, the school 
board Monday discussed the need to 
work with a minimum $500,000 deficit 
next year and looked at possible pro- 
gram cuts to stay within this budget. 


The board approved looking at a 


$500,000 deficit budget for the educa- 
tion fund next year and possible pro- 
gram cuts to meet this budget. 


ARTHUR PERRY, district financial 


director, projected a deficit of as 
much as $2.3 million in the education 
fund next year, if the district faces an 
8 per cent inflation rate and does not 
cut programs. The projection is based 
on expenditures of $12.3 million and 
revenue of about $10 million. The rev- 
enue figure includes about $1.4 million 
of borrowed money through tax antici1- 
'pation warrants. 


Perry also figured a cut in ex- 


penditures of about $200,000 for declin- 
ing enrollment, and an increase of 
about $1.25 million in revenue, from 
the 25 cents per $100 valuation tax 
rate increase approved by the voters 
in September. 


Perry figured the district could face 


an 8 per cent inflation factor, and ac- 
cept a $500,000 deficit budget by cut- 
ting programs by about 3 per cent. 
The administration will outline the ef- 
fects of this program cut for the 
board. 


Perry projected deficits of $3.5 mil- 


lion for the 1977-78 school year and of 
$4.76 million by the 1978-79 school 
year, using an 8 per cent inflation fac- 
tor and no program cuts.

Smoking is very satisfying to many 


people — there's no doubt about it. 
Otherwise 52-million Americans 
wouldn't be lighting up. At the same 
time, nearly everyone knows It's un- 


' healthy and can lead to serious dis- 
,' ease and death. 
: So if you're still a regular smoker, 
' either you think it's too late to quit — 
; "the damage has been done" — or 
else you want to quit but find it too 
' difficult. 


• 
Yet 29 million Americans have man- 


•' aged to break the habit, and an esti- 
mated 25 million would like to. Many 


' are now in the throes of quitting. A 
; forest of new clinics and programs 
»nas grown up, using a wide variety of 
techniques. 


SOME OF THE common sense ap- 


' preaches such as those taken by the 
! American Cancer Society and by Wal- 
. ter S. Ross in his book, "You Can .Quit 


Smoking in 14 .Days" (Reader's Di- 
gest Press, New York), stress that 


smokers should not feel guilty about 
smoking, nor should they feel pressur- 
ed to quit. 


Ross, who stopped after 30 years of 


smoking one to two packs a day, says 
breaking the habit "isn't an act, it's a 
process . . . You can teach yourself 
not to smoke, just as you taught your-

self to smoke. Quitting is triggered by 
something that makes you think about 
it." 


He emphasizes that the key to stop- 


ping smoking often comes through ex- 
amining your habit in the light of your 
basic values and life goals. 


IF YOU WANT TO give up smok- 


ing, you have your own personal rea- 
sons. Some people want to throw off 
the enslavement of an unwanted 


habit, rid themselves of tobacco smell 
and cigarette burns, save money or 
just feel better generally. 


A few decades ago, smoking still 


was considered a socially acceptable 
pastime. Today the picture is quite 
different. 
Numerous studies have 


proven beyond any doubt that smok- 
ing is a foremost cause of lung cancer 
and other serious illnesses. 


' The British Royal College of Physi- 
cians, has compared the lethal power 
of smoking to that of the great epi- 
demic diseases such as typhoid, cho- 
lera and tuberculosis. The U. S. Pub- 
lic Health Service calls it "the fore- 
most cause of preventable disease and 
death in this country." 


SMOKING- DOESN'T kill you right 


away, but each time you light up, you 
breathe in a battery of poisons, can- 
cer-causing agents and other sub- 
stances that attack your body. 


One substance that you get less of 


when you smoke is oxygen. The sea- 
level smoker receives no more oxygen 
than a nonsmoker does at 8,000 feet. 
Pregnant women who smoke also 


deprive their unborn children of ade- 
quate oxygen. These mothers not only 
are more likely to have smaller, less- 
developed babies, but also more mis- 
carriages and stillbirths. 


One of the most serious health* haz- 


ards of smoking is cancer. The tar in 
each cigarette contains about 30 can- 
cer-causing chemicals. 
, ' 


EACH YEAR THERE are about 


93,000 cases, of lung cancer in the 
United States, and 84,000 deaths. Most 
of the deaths are caused by cigarette 
smoking, according to American Can- 
cer Society figures. 


There are also other diseases which 


result from smoking. Among them is 
chronic bronchitis, characterized by 
a steady, hacking cough, and emphy- 
sema, which can doom its victims to 
years of gasping for breath. 


Despite the nightmarish results of 


regular smoking, chances are that if 
you steadily cut down and eventually 
quit, you will notice a marked change 
in how you feel. Your smoker's cough 
will disappear and your general 
health will improve. 


Unless an irreversible disease at 


ready has set in, your odds of dying 
from "lung cancer and other diseases 
dimmish as your time without ciga- 
rettes increases. Lung tissue damaged 
by smoking often can repair itself. In 
most cases, breathing becomes easier 
and you feel generally better once you 
stop smoking, regardless how long 
you have had the habit.

There are several types of arthritis. Rheumatoid arthritis is in- 


flammatory arthritis and the exact cause of the inflammation is not 
known. It has never been estalblhsed that it is caused by a known 
bacteria or virus.

You can have gonococcal arthritis on the basis of gonorrhea, or 


tubercular arthritis from tuberculosis'. 


Gouty arthritis is caused by the accumulation of a salt of uric 


acid. The overproduction of uric acid in the body is an inherited 
tendency. Uric acid is a byproduct of normal cell regeneration 
which is a constant process in a healthy body. 


OSTEOARTHR1TIS or degenerative arthritis is thought to be re- 


lated to wear and tear factors and affects mostly the weight bear- 
ing Joints in the body. 


As you can see from this, there is no good way to prevent all 


forms of arthritis, particularly when we don't know what causes 
some types such as rheumatoid arthritis. 


As a general rule the principles of good health will help. Avoiding 


obesity decreases wear and tear on joints. Controlling the level of 
uric acid with medicines when it is too high win help prevent 
gouty arthritis and, of. course, prompt treatment of the various 
infections that may have arthritis as a complication also helps.

I wish I could just solve your problem with a letter, but it isn't 


that simple. You need to know exactly what is causing the dizzy 
spells. They are just a symptom, and they can be caused by a list 
of things as long as your arm. 


Yes, you can have dizzy spells from Involvement of the circula- 


tion related to high blood pressure. You can also have them from 
low blood pressure because not enough blood gets to the brain. 
They can be from severe anemia or from dieting, particularly 
from overdoing it with any number of unsound fad diets touted to 
the public. 


Dizziness can be caused by the ears, the eyes and from anxiety 


so as you can plainly see I can't just send you a diet and relieve 
your problem. You will need to see a doctor and I think you abso- 
lutely must do this. Remember your health is your most valuable 
asset, so safeguard it above all else.

Pressing a hemline 


so there's no crease 


Dear Dorothy: I am letting down hems and finding that certain 


hems are so abraded they look terrible. Isn't there a way to put in 
hems so that a dress isn't ruined because of the messed-up hem- 
line when it's lengthened? — Jeanne Crider 


Among many other talents, Jonel Monroe Is an accomplished 


seamstress. She taught me a thoroughly successful way of pressing 
hems so that you don't have to worry about worn-out hemlines 
when they have to be changed. Moreoever, they're pressed so there 
is no shine on the right side. 


Put a heavy piece of brown wrapping paper on the middle of the 


hem and cover it with a press cloth. Then use a steam iron to press 
it from the Inside — not quite up to the edge of the hem, so it is not 
creased. This leaves a slightly rolled hem, as is the case on most 
better dresses. It's a break when one has to let down a hem and 
there's no sharp crease to worry about. 


Dear Doroth: Maybe this isn't the way to do floor stains, but it 


worked for me. A stain on the wood floor wouldn't wash off so I 
rubbed it gently with 0000 steel wool dipped in mineral spirits. The 
stain came off. Then I mixed tan shoe polish with a little paste 
wax, daubed it on, gave it a rub and the floor shows no trace of any 
stain. — Tanla Shub 


Dear Dorothy: I use tomato sauce mainly for seasoning. So, after 


opening a small can, I put the sauce in a container, freeze It, then 
take it out and cut it into cubes that equal a tablespoon and re- 
freeze. No waste and the seasoning is always handy. — Mrs. Jack

Dear Dorothy: Is It true that storing nylon hose in the refrig- 


erator or freezer makes them last longer? — Jen Winship

THE CITY BUILT a multi-million 


dollar pedestrian mall and placed 
" '76" markers atop each streetlight. 
The National Park Service moved the 
Liberty Bell to larger quarters. Even 
police cars and paddy wagons were 
plastered with bicentennial stickers. 


But city officials confessed one of 


their big problems was finding enough 
restrooms for visitors. 


"Knowing where to find a bathroom

But its main feature is the list of 
250 businesses which have restrooms 
available for visitors. 


"After all," he said, "the most pop- 


ular attraction at the Bicentennial 
may end up being a restroom."

Old metal bird gets new feathers 


A Swallow biplane that has a date with history 


April 6 is nearing completion at Seneca, 111., about 60 
miles southwest of Chicago. 


The antique airplane is being restored to flying 


condition after resting in a garage loft in Chicago for 
the past 40 years. It is scheduled to reenact a flight 
made by Varney Air Lines from Pasco, Wash., to 
Boise, Idaho on April 6, 1926. The flight marked the 
beginning of permanent scheduled airline service in 
the United States. 


The Swallow is being restored for its owner, E. E. 


"Buck" Hilbert, a United Airlines DC-8 captain, by 
Edward E. McConnell of Seneca. McConnell is a des- 
ignated aircraft maintenance inspector for the Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration and an aircraft restora- 
tion expert. 


McCONNELL SAID, the Swallow is about two- 


thirds completed and is expected to be flying by mid- 
February. The wings have been fully restored and 
covered and most of the framework of the fuselage 
has been finished,and readied for covering. 


Hilbert's Swallow has not flown since the 1930s and 


records of its early history have long been lost. It 
was owned in the early 1930's by five men, one the 
operator of a commercial auto garage in Chicago, 
and was damaged in a groundloop in 1934. 


The plane was moved into the commercial garage 


for repairs, which were never made, and later up 
into the loft. Hilbert learned of its existence 10 years 
ago and tried unsuccessfully for that length of time 
to buy it, but until recently the owner wouldn't sell. 


' HILBERT, A RESIDENT of Union, 111., will fly the 
re-enactment flight. He has done a lot of traveling to 
get parts for the Swallow. 


He recently went to California to obtain an authen- 


tic Wright Whirlwind J-4 engine — which he was 
able to get by trading an equally valuable antique 
OXX-6 engine — then to Memphis, Tenn., where the 
engine was completely overhauled and on to South 
Bend, Ind., to get what might be the only existing J-4 
engine carburetor in the world. 


Hilbert also went to Iowa for the propeller, and to 


the states of Vermont, Washington, Kansas and New 
York to get needed engine parts.

Niagara gets facelift, 
tourist boom returns

Niagara Falls, the country's top 


tourist attraction in the days before 
the automobile, is staging a come- 
back. 


The city adjacent to the famous 


falls began a bootstrap and face-lift- 
ing operation in 1968. Much of its cen- 
ter had become a honky-tonk area 
and the city fathers finally decided 
just to knock it all down and restart 
from scratch. 


They bulldozed 84 acres. 
Since then they have built a new 


system of streets and lights; a $37 
million convention center; a new 425- 
room hotel that is leased to a private 
group and managed by the Hilton 
chain; a new public library named 
for Earl Brydges, former majority 
leader in the state senate; a 1,500-car 
parking garage and a lot of ancillary 
facilities. 


JUST RECENTLY, the city obtain- 


ed a $1.7 million urban grant from the 
federal government that will enable it 
to carry out the final step of the pro- 
gram drafted in 1969 — building the 
1,800-foot "Mall of the States," plus 
covered walkways and a winter gar- 
den linking the new convention center 
and the new Hilton Hotel with the 
falls themselves. 


The rejuvenation already has 


brought more tourists to Niagara

Curiously, it also has caused some 


revival of industry. Carborundum, 
Nabisco, Airco and other firms that 
have been in the city for years have 
enlarged their facilities and some 
firms have located in Niagar Falls. 


NIAGARA FALLS has retained its 


most widely-known claim to fame. It 
still rates as the "honeymoon capital 
of America." Newlywed couples come 
from all over the east and much of 
the rest of the country and a surpris- 
ing number still come to be married 
"at the edge of the falls." 


The honeymoon business has been 


so brisk recently that a San Francisco 
group has bought the ancient, posh 
Hotel Niagara, which closed about 10 
years go, and is spending $7 million to 
refurbish it largely for the honeymoon 
trade.

Consolidation need seen 


Consolidation of small ele- 


mentary school districts into 
larger districts appears to be a 
viable option for local schools 
plagued by declining enrollment 
and budget deficits. 


The smaller the school dis- 


trict, the more difficult it is for 
it to cope with severe drops in 
student population which results 
in an equally severe loss of state 
a i d dollars. Small districts 
frequently lack a sufficient tax 
base to support the many ser- 
vices and specialized staff 
schools are mandated to pro- 
vide. 


Large districts also have their 


problems, yet they have more 
flexibility in moving students, 
changing boundaries and elimi- 
nating personnel than small dis- 
tricts have. 


State education officials who 


encourage consolidation main- 
tain consolidating districts also 
results in savings in adminis- 
trative salaries and a more ef- 
ficient use of buildings. 


Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and 


River Trails Dist. 26, which 
serve portions of Mount Pros- 
pect and Des Plaines, are now 
holding informal talks on the 
possibility of consolidating or 
annexing one district to the oth- 
er. 


Dist. 57, with six schools, is 


projecting an $80,000 deficit this 


year. 
Dist, 
26, with 
seven 


schools, anticipates it will go 
b a n k r u p t before 1980. Both 
districts have fewer than 3,000 
students each and are rapidly 
losing enrollment. 


Should these two districts de- 


cide in favor of consolidation 
they can anticipate a strong re- 
action from the community they 
serve. 


Historically, consolidation is 


greeted with protests, with some 
residents fearing loss of local 
control over their schools. Many 
people object to giving up the 
small, friendly atmosphere of 
their districts. 


Although we can certainly un- 


derstand such concerns, they 
don't outweigh the apparent 
dollar and cents benefits of con- 
solidation. 


The impact of consolidation 


can only be determined through 
a comprehensive study of fi- 
nances, enrollment, 
facilities 


and staff. The Illinois Office of 
Education provides grants, con- 
sultants and information 
to 


school districts interested in 
tackling such a study so that the 
groundwork can conceivably be 
done at no cost to local districts. 


We encourage Dist. 57, Dist. 26 


and other Northwest suburban 
school districts facing the finan- 
cial and enrollment squeeze to 


take advantage of this state as- 
sistance and investigate the pros 
and cons of consolidation. 


Despite all of the current prob- 


lems, the Northwest suburbs 
continue to offer high quality 
education. We would like to 
safeguard that education from 
erosion because of a lack of 
funds. 


Consolidation seems like a log- 


ical direction to take.

College tuition hike backed 


The Illinois Board of Higher Educa- 


tion, by split votes, has recommended 
(a) in its tentatively approved Master 
Plan 'that by 1980 undergraduate tui- 
tion at the state's public universities 
be maintained at,,one-third of instruc- 
tional cost and graduate tuition at 133- 
1/3 per cent of the undergraduate 
rates, and (b) in its proposed budget 
for the fiscal year beginning July 1 
that, as a first step toward these ob- 
jectives, undergraduate tuition be in- 
creased $60 per year and graduate 
tuition $90 per year. The budget, 
which calls for an increase of $90 mil- 
lion or 11.7 per cent over the current 
fiscal year is predicated 
on the 


receipt of $11 million from these rec- 
ommended increases in tuition, an 
amount which would fund 2 per cent 
in salary and price increases and 
about 25 per cent of proposed new and

expanded programs of instruction.

caused considerable controversy. 
Those who oppose them cite the un- 
likely prospect of the governor and 
the legislature approving tuition in- 
creases in an election year and the 
financial difficulties faced by stu- 
dents and their parents in the current 
economic climate.

Smoker car brings lesson: 


all hacks aren't in a cab 


I have recently been commuting via 


the railroad and shortly after my in- 
troduction to this mode of travel, I 
had the misfortune of selecting the 
"smoker" on my trip home. Being a 
non-smoker, having quit 17 years ago, 
I almost left the car, but then decided 
to endure the next 32 minutes. Almost 
immediately, I was aware of a differ- 
ence between this car and >the pre- 
vious "no smoking" cars I had ridden 
in. 


The difference was associated with 


the number of times people coughed 
or cleared their throats. Admittedly, 
this was a very subjective observation 
but i subsequent observations on 15 ad- 
ditional trips at various times of the 
year produced similar results. People 
in the "smoker" coughed or cleared 
their throats at least two to four times 
more than those in the "no smoking" 
cars. 'There appears to be a smaller 
difference during the winter months 
and no noticeable difference on in- 
bound (AM) or out-bound (PM) 
trains. This difference could actually 
be more dramatic since many of 
the riders in the "no smoking" cars 
are undoubtedly smokers. However, 
the reverse is probably not true since 
it is doubtful if many non-smokers 
venture into the "smoker" on a day- 
to-day basis. 


Although much has been written 


about the ill effects of smoking, statis- 
tics show that public smoking habits 
have not changed appreciably. Statis- 
tics also show that severe health 
hazards exist for the smoker. Perhaps 
the above observation, which any 
smoker can easily perform, might 
provide a personal experience which 
might encourage a few more to stop

the arguments for the increases seem 
to me more persuasive. 


Let us consider them: (1) Inflation 


is the primary reason for these added 
costs and to fully fund them from gen- 
eral revenues 'will be very difficult, if 
not impossible. A tax increase would 
appear even more unlikely than an in- 
crease in tuition. (2) Those who are 
clearly unable to pay will be financed 
by grants from the Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission. This pro- 
gram is one of the most generous in 
the nation and eligibility standards 
are being constantly expanded. (3) 
There have been no tuition increases 
at our public universities during the 
past four years. During this same pe- 
riod tuition at most of the state's pri- 
vate universities has gone up at least 
$100 per year. These rates are, in gen- 
eral, four to six times as high as those 
in the public universities. (4) Incomes 
of most parents and working students 
have risen in this time span as a re- 
sult of inflationary pressures. (5) It is 
essential that the quality of the pro- 
grams at our state universities be 
maintained and improved and this 
means, among other things, that fac- 
ulty and administrative salaries be 
kept at levels commensurate with 
those prevailing at comparable in- 
stitutions elsewhere. 


Surely these factors which, I be- 


lieve, fully justify a tuition increase, 
deserve the thoughtful consideration 
of all concerned with this important 
problem.

Hypnotism not really black magic 


Andy sends a ID-volume set of (be 


Merit Students Encyclopedia to Paul 
Pelteraen, 14, of Schenectady, N.Y., for 
his question: 
MOW DOES HYPNOTISM WORK? 


To some of us, hypnotism is 


charged with mysteries and fearful 
secrets. We think of wizards and 
witches, casting their spells to help or 
harm their neighbors. In olden days, 
tills magic worked only once in a 
while, usually for people who believed 
in wizards and such. Actually, modern 
hypnotism is a far cry from that old- 
time magic. 


When you are alert and wide 


awake, your conscious mind can con- 
centrate on present problems. You 
are aware of your surroundings. But 
sometimes part of the conscious mind 
wanders off in a daydream, you lose 
your sharp awareness, and when a 
friend asks a question you fall to 
hear. This state of absent-mindedness 
is somewhat like a mild form of hyp- 
nosis. 


This simple, example does not give 


the whole picture of hypnotism. Even 
a qualified expert cannot explain ex- 
actly how it works — or why it works 
only with certain people. But some 
d o c t o r s and psychologists know

enough about it to use it .to help some 
of their patients. The idea is to dis- 
tract the patient's conscious aware- 
ness so that the hypnotist can talk 
with deeper levels of the mind. 


Treatment begins when a patient is 


asked to submit to hypnosis. The hyp- 
notist then suggests that the patient 
close his eyes, relax and sink into a 
deep sleep. If this succeeds, the 
patient is in a trancelike state. He is 
aware only of the hypnotist's voice 
and his suggestions. 


Hypnotism often succeeds with a 


patient who is emotionally disturbed 
because he has tried to bury or forget 
some painful event of the past. The 
hypnotist helps him to recall the 
event, without its painful memory. Of- 
ten such a patient sees his buried 
emotional upset in a new light — and • 
recovers. 


Hypnotism also Is used to numb a 


patient's pain. Under hypnosis, his 
feelings obey the hypnotist's sugges- 
tions. He may go through an oper- 
ation or have a tooth pulled without 
feeling a thing. This is helpful when a 
patient is too weak to stand an anes- 
thetic. 


Obviously hypnotism can be very 


useful in the field of medicine. How- 
ever, the whole thing is full of bewaras 
and only a qualified expert should 
ever try it. 


Above all, let's beware of the non- 


expert who tries hypnotism as a sort oi 
parlor trick. He may cure you of a 
bad habit. But chances are, you will 
pop up with another one that's even' 
worse. His victim may fail to wake up 
from .the hypnotic state — and a gen- 
uine expert must be called in to undo 
the damage. This sort of thing is em- 
barrassing — and often, downright 
dangerous.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - That cute

SHARON IS single and has lived for

Never married, Sharon is not do-

cook books in Hollywood, but she nev- 
er lias time to use them.

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Feld ballets all motion, 
but lack personal feeling

Eliot Feld's ballets are pure motion. 


Like waves, they break over you and 
then recede only to engulf you again. 


They create a sense of timetessness 


arid movement and sometimes evoke 
emotion. But it is difficult to get. close 
to a Feld ballet. Whether romantic or 
humorous, the pieces are impersonal. 


Seeing one or two Feld ballets is 


fascinating, but three or four in one 
evening can be too much of a good 
thing. 


Such was the case Friday when 


Feld's small IR-member troupe 
opened their three-day visit at the Au- 
ditorium Theatre. While the four bal- 
lets presented ranged in mood from 
playful to romantic, the quality of 
dancing was amazingly similar. 


FELD IS FOND of large sweeping 


movements that double back on them- 
selves as well as lightning quick foot- 
work designed to dazzle. Essentially a, 
chamber ballet company, there is 
little emphasis on solo virtuosity, and 
dancers usually move in anonymous 
groupings. 


The program historically ranged 


over Feld's career as a choreogra- 
pher. It included his first "ballet, 
created in 1967 during his dancing 
d a y s with the American Ballet 
Theatre, two of his best known pieces 
and a new work which premiered this 
fall. 


The new piece, "Excursions," is a 


frontier-style ballet reminiscent of 
Agnes de Mile's "Rodeo." There is 
lots of galloping and horseplay to Sam- 
uel Barber's piano music. The hori» 
zontally striped backdrop evokes feel- 
ings of the Western plains, and the 
stage lighting puts the sun eternally 
on the horizon. 


Clearly choreographed as a vehicle 


for company star Christine Sarry, 
"Excursions" is fast" and spunky and 
down-home American. Miss Sarry 
skips, shimmies, kicks up her heels 
and even grinds a cigaret butt with 
her foot. 


THERE IS A BIT of jazz in the 


piece and some humor as Miss Sarry 
and the other five dancers play cow- 
boy. But I was more aware of the in- 
credible speed of Miss Sarry's danc- 
ing than any sense of frontier spirit.

The most successful piece of the 


evening was the lilting and romantic 
"Intermezzo" set to Brahms music. 
With piano on stage, the three couples 
seem to awaken as the music begins. 
They dance with swirls, lifts and dips 
that, melt into one another. 


Each couple has its turn on stage 


alone. It is as if you are catching a 
glimpse of different love affairs as the 
dancers swirl around the dance floor. 


The -ending is like a music box 


winding down. The girls, cradled in 
their lovers' arms, are carried round 
and round and finally come to rest. 


"THE CONSORT," another effec- 


tive ballet, begins as a courtly Ren- 
aissance piece with courtiers attend- 


ing their ladies. Soon, the ladies pin 
up their skirts and the courtiers open 
their shirts, and what was courtly be- 
comes raw and lustful. 


As the piece becomes more impas- 


sioned, the dancers adopt the tradi- 
tional male-female roles with brutal 
force. The men clutch their women to 
them, legs around their waists, and 
the world seems to revolve around 
sex, work, war and childbearing. It is 
perhaps one of Feld's most powerful 
ballets. 


"Harbinger," Feld's first ballet, 


opened the program. Like many of 
Feld's ballets, it seems to flow like 
water. In the fast sections, the danc- 
ers move like swirling rapids and 
slow down to wash over you in the 
quieter parts. It is playful and pleas- 
ing. 


At 32, Feld has more than 20 ballets 


to his credit. Some like "The Consort" 
and "Intermezzo" have already be- 
come classics, and there is surely 
more to come. 


Hopefully new works will reach be- 


low the surface of the motion Feld 
uses so well to touch emotion and 
rniind out his great talent.

Brown; trails only Brown with 83 rushing touchdowns; and holds 
the NFL record of rushing for 1,000 yards or more in five straight 
seasons. 


Ford, a defensive end from the University of Michigan and one of 


the stars of the Cleveland Browns' dynasty of the 1950s; died in 1972 
at the age of 46. His widow Geraldine is now a municipal judge in 
Detroit. 


He was a virtually unanimous All-Pro for five seasons and played 


in four Pro Bowls during a stretch when the Browns won divisional 
or league championships In seven of eight years.

As candidates criss-cross the state 


and the country looking (or votes, 
their backers also are hustling, look- 
ing for something nearly as important 
as votes in American politics — mon- 
ey. 


Election '76 is no different, except 


for a few new wrinkles In the form of 
disclosure and spending limit laws. 
The new government regulations have 
taken campaign financing out of the 
dark ages and some political pundits 
are bemoaning the fact that the new 
laws are making the money harder to 
find. 


But an Informal survey of early 


fund-raising efforts indicates the can- 
didates are getting the money they 
need to finance their campaigns. 


IN THE STATE'S hottest campaign, 


the governor's race, the Democratic 
candidates are playing cat and mouse 
over how much they are collecting. 
Gov Daniel Walker's aides say they 
still are compiling information, while 
Sec. of State Michael Hewlett has re- 
leased a partial list of contributors. 


In comparison, the Republicans are 


telling a lot about their money situ- 
ation James R Thompson is releas- 
ing information dally. He has received 
about $400.000 so far. His opponent, 
Richard Cooper is using a slightly dif- 
fcient fund-raising technique. 


Instead of squeezing dollars from 


the people. Cooper wrote himself a 
$5nooon check from his $10 million 
fortune to finance the primary cam- 
paign. 


ELECTION 


In another race, the hofly contested 


Republican primary in the 10th Con- 
gressional District, new federal laws 
have thrown a wet blanket over what 
has been a real dollar derby for the 
past four years. In 1972 and 1974, U S. 
Rep. Abner J. Mikva and Samuel H. 
Young spent over $400,000 each in the 
two races. 


THIS YEAR, the candidates are 


limited to spending about $70,000, plus 
their fund-raising expenses in the 
primary and an equal amount in the 
general election. 


A survey of the three candidates in 


the primary indicates Young has col- 
lected about $20,000 and plans a direct 
mall appeal. Daniel Hales has collect-

Presidential candidates are being 


both helped and hindered by the'new 
election spending laws. Individual 
contributions can be for no more than 
$1,000, but for the first time the candi- 
dates are tapping the federal cam- 
paign fund for contributions. 


The funds, which have given some 


candidates more than $1 million, are 
keeping some campaigns alive. 


BUT EVEN with the federal money, 


some candidates are out looking for 


money everywhere — including Illi- 
nois Even with the hotly contested 
races here, some presidential candi- 
dates who have made only a minor 
Illinois effort are hoping to "export" 
some cash from the state to be used 
in other parts of the country. 


U S Rep Morris K Udall, D-Ariz , 


has attracted the help of Angelo Geo- 
caris, who is noted for his fund-rais- 
ing ability Geocans's initial effort 
was a small dinner for Udal, which 
garnered about $25,000- 


US. Sen. Birch Bayh, who like 


Udall has only a few delegate candi- 
dates in the Illinois primary, hopes to 
grab a few checks from a fund-raising 
luncheon on Jan 30 in Chicago Bayh 
doesn't plan even to try to attract any 
public exposure from the trip, be- 
cause his luncheon is closed to the 
press. 


SOME 
CANDIDATES have ex- 


pressed concern about having enough 
-money. Even the most well-financed1 
candidates get edgy towards the end 
of a campaign and start looking for 
places to throw a few more dollars, in 
hopes of getting their names hi front 
of the people. 


They also are worried about the 


perennial primary problem, people 
keeping their money in the bank until 
the end of the campaign or after wait- 
ing to see who will win. 


So while the dollars seem to be roll- 


ing in now, the candidates are keep- 
ing their fingers crossed that their ef- 
forts to build name recognition and 
support will keep the cash coming un- 
til March 16, at least.

Ever too late to quit? 


Karen Quinlan case 
before IV. J. top court 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) — Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quinlan "right to die" case Monday 
and some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make life-or-death decisions as part of a daily routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with grace and dignity." 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquilizers and alcohol at a party 
for a friend. 


The Qtilnlnns want the court to grant them permission to remove 


Koran from the respirator. In October, the Quinians failed to per- 
suade a lower court to support them in their plea. Her doctors had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain is alive and she does not meet any of the medical standards 
normally used to declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand down a decision in the case, 


The Quinians' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life. 


Is it ethical, the justices asked, for a doctor and family to decide 


not to start life-sustaining measures when a patient is terminally 
ill? Should a patient, such as Kara, be kept alive for 50 years if

Moslems, Christians 
retreat from Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Moslem and Christian gunmen began 


withdrawing from Beirut's long-embattled streets Monday in what 
a Palestinian guerrilla leader said was "a real truce ... the war is 
over." 
' 


Police said fighting was limited to shooting incidents between 


looters and Palestinian troops enforcing the cease-fire. 


Police sources said five persons wee killed, one of the lowest 


casualty figures for weeks in the nine-month war that killed more 
than 10.000 persons and wounded at least 21,000. 


The joint Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian truce committee reported 


the "demilitarization process" was progressing. Under the plan by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Halini Khaddam, international high- 
ways have opened and all gunmen are to be off the streets by 6 
p.m. Tuesday. 


The state radio said all gunmen from both Christian and Moslem 


sides had withdrawn from the city by 10 p.m. 


Lebanese security forces, including the army, began taking 


charge of roads although patrols of Palestine Liberation Army sol- 
diers moved through western Beirut when thousands of citizens 
poured out of their homes to walk about in safety for the firtt time 
in months. 


Palestinian guerrilla leader Zuheir Mohsen said of the Syrian- 


negotiated agreement between the warring factions: "This is not 


, just another truce, but a real end to the civil war." 


"The war is over," said Monsen, head of the Syrian-backed Al 


Saiqa guerrillas. "I don't believe that anyone will be able to explode 
it again — not today, not tomorrow and not in the near or distant

Firemen plan rail alert signals 


The Des Flames Fire Dept plans to 


install signaling devices to alert fire- 
men when railroad crossings along 
the Chicago and North Western Ry 
outer belt tracks are blocked by 
freight trains 


Fire Chief Donald Corey said the 


signals will help minimize delays to 


fide vehicles enroute to emergencies. 
Stopped or. passing freight trains 
block the city's 
major east-west 


streets numerous times each day. 


"To date the trains have not 


created any real serious problems," 
Corey said. "But the signals will keep 
us from losing time unnecessarily." 


Ruling seen today on Wolf 
reinstatement as fire deputy 


Circuit Court Judge Edward F. 


Healy is expected to.rule at 10 a.m. 
today on whether to reinstate David 
Wolf as deputy fire chief in the Des 
Plaines Fire Dept. 


Wolf was a 23-year veteran of the 


fire department until last July, when 
city officials said he resigned. He has 
filed a lawsuit to regain his $22,400- 
a-year position on the fire depart- 
ment, saying he never resigned that 
post 


The issue centers on a controversial' 


"resignation letter" of June 8, 1975, 
from Wolf to Fire Chief Donald Corey. 
The letter was written after the chief 
told Wolf he had been relieved of duty 
pending the 
filing of misconduct 


charges. Officials have not said what 
the possible misconduct charges were, 
but Corey testified he planned to, ask 
the city's fire and police commission 
to fire Wolf. 


WOLF'S ACTIVITIES outside the 


fire department apparently were a 
source of disagreement between him 


and Corey. Wolf said'he offered to re- 
sign his position as chairman of the 
city's Bicentennial and Historic Land- 
mark commissions or as deputy chief 
of the fire department. 


Wolf, however, has testified that the 


letter was only an offer to resign one 
of the two posts, and not an actual 
letter of resignation. 


Corey has testified that he asked for 


a formal letter of resignation from 
Wolf, but never received one. He said 
he then accepted Wolf's offer to re- 
sign as a resignation from the fire de- 
partment. 
' 
. 


Wolf said the city's fire and police 


commission has refused to grant him 
a reinstatement hearing. 


HE SAID THE SIGNALS, which will 


be connected to the fire department's 
communications 
map, 
will 
show 


which railroad crossings are blocked 
and indicate the direction in which a 
train is moving. 


"A light will go on to show which 


crossings are blocked and the direc- 
tion of the train so, we can go to a 
crossing that is clear," Corey said. 


The city has received permission 


from Chicago and North Western Ry. 
officials to install the signals, he said, 
and is working out details with the 
telephone company. He said he hopes 
the devices wiU be installed in about a 
month. 


Corey said freight trains have not 


caused serious problems because the 
fire department has stations on both 
sides of the railroad tracks. 


"THERE'S 
ALWAYS A chance 


there will be a delay, but that's why 
we have station three on the west side 
of the tracks," Corey said. "We tount 
on the crossings being blocked most 
of the time and respond from more 
than one station." 


Engineers hired by the city have 


said traffic is stopped at the outer belt 
tracks six out of every 30 minutes be- 
cause of stopped or passing freight 
trains. 


The arrival of firemen Friday to the 


scene of an industrial accident in 
which a man was killed was delayed 


by about three minutes because of a 
stalled freight train. Corey said, how- 
ever, the delay made no difference 


The man, Dennis A. Welk, 19, of 


R R 1, Lake Zurich, was killed when 
he fell to the bottom of a gasoline 
storage tank near Wolf Road and Tha- 
cker Street He apparently died of as- 
phyxiation from breathing the gaso- 
line fumes 


POLICE CHIEF ARTHUR Hintz 


said freight trains have delayed some 
police vehicles, but they are not a ma- 
jor problem. 


"We don't have the kinds of prob- 


lems that the fire department has," 
he said. "In most cases we have cars 
on both sides of the tracks, but on 
occasion we will get caught if all the 
cars are over assisting someone on 
the one side of the tracks." 


Hintz and Corey said an overpass or 


underpass at one of the city's east- 
west streets would help reduce delays 
caused by freight trains. "There's no 
doubt that it would be a good thing," 
Corey said. 


City officials have debated for sev- 


eral years whether to apply for feder- 
al funds for a railroad underpass or 
overpass at the outer belt tracks. 
They have considered Thacker Street, 
Algonquin Road and Oakton Street as 
possible sites, but have not acted be- 
cause of opposition from residents and 
businesses along those streets.

The rev- 
enue figure Includes about $1.4 million 
of borrowed money through tax antici- 
pation warrants. 


Perry also figured a cut in ex- 


penditures of about $200,000 for declin- 
ing enrollment, and an increase of 
about $1.25 million in revenue, from 
the 25 cents per $100 valuation tax 
rate increase approved by the voters 
in September. 


Perry figured the district could face 


an 8 per cent inflation factor, and ac- 
cept a $500,000 deficit budget by cut- 
ting programs by about 3 per cent. 
The administration will outline the ef- 
fects of this program cut for the 
board. 


Perry projected deficits of $3.5 mil- 


lion' for the 1977-78 school year and of 
$4.76 .million by, the 1978-79 school 
year, using an 8 per cent inflation fac- 
tor and no program cuts. 


"IN ABOUT THREE years, we'll 


have used up our borrowing power 
and will be faced with selling working 
cash bonds, issuing teachers orders or 
going to the voters for a tax in- 
crease," Perry said. 


The administration has recommeiid- 


ed that the board consider a $5QO,000 
deficit next year, which would allow 
for a 4 5 per cent inflation factor and 
no program cuts. 


"I think an 8 per cent inflation fig- 


ure is more realistic," said board 
member Avis Wold. "If we're going to 
stay around a $500,000 deficit, we're 
going to have to face some cuts some- 
where. I want to know what this"" 
means to the programs." 


She said the district should "explore 


all alternatives, so our decision will 
have some accountability and. credi- 
bility." 


Board member Emil Bahnmaier 


said, "I don't think we should say we 
can't maintain our standards" with 
program cuts. "We're going to have 
to look at our programs by their cost 
effectiveness." 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca said she 


is "willing to live with a deficit, but 
we should set a deficit limit for every 
year." 
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County hospital 
urges board to 
boost land taxes

Officials of the Cook County Hospi- 


tal Governing Commission asked the 
county board Monday to increase 
property taxes by 6.5 cents per $100 
assessed value to help finance hospi- 
tal operations this year. 


the 
request conflicts with the 


avowed intention of County Board 
Pros. George W. Dunne to avoid a tax 
increase. The request immediately fan 
into hostile questioning from Dunne 
and other members of the county 
board. 


The hospital governing commission 


runs Cook County Hospital, Cermak 
Memorial Hospital In the county jail 
and Oak Forest Hospital. Hospital of- 
ficials estimate 3 per cent of the Cook 
County Hospital patients come from 
the Northwest suburbs. 


DR. JAMES HAUCHTON, executive 


director of the commission, said the 
tax increase is needed because Gov. 
Daniel Walker is holding up state pay- 
ments for the hospital's welfare 
patients and because the commission 
has finished collecting payments owed 
from 1968 to 1970, amounts which 
have provided the hospital extra 
revenue in past years. 


"Our governor seems to think he 


can save money by not paying the 
bills," Haughton said. He said the 
state currently owes the hospital $14.8 
million In money on patients it has 
approved and has not yet approved 
payment for an additional 6,000 
patients whose bills total about $12 
million. 


Haughton said the state appears to 


be prolonging the process in approv- 
ing a patient's bill by insisting on ver- 
ifying all information on the financial 
condition of the patients. In addition, 
he said only 60 per cent of the 
patients the hospitals asks be accept- 
ed for public aid payment are even- 
tually approved by the state. 


County board members said they 


sympathize with Haughton's problem, 
but said they do not want to raise 
taxes. Suburban Comr, Mary McDon- 


ald said, "I don't see how we in 
good conscience can recommend a tax 
increase to cover money that the state 
owes you." 


HAUGHTON SAID even if the state 


pays the $14.8 million it owes on ap- 
proved patients immediately, the hos- 
pital would still need a tax increase. 
The reason, Haughton said, is since 
1971 the county has been collecting 
payments, mostly from the federal 
government, that have been owed the 
county since 1966. Those funds have 
now been collected, he said, and can- 
not be counted on for additional reve- 
nue this year. 


County board members zeroed in on 


•a line-by-line scrutiny of Haughton's 
budget, a budget they cut by $8.5 mil- 
lion last year. Mrs. McDonald said 
she is upset because the governing 
commission1 did not cut its budget in 
the places the county board recom- 
mended last year. The county board 
has no power to make line-item cuts 
in the budget, but can make recom- 
mendations to the governing commis- 
sion. 


Haughton said the governing com- 


mission did not adopt all the county 
board's recommended cuts because 
"some of them were impossible." He 
said, "Pres. Dunne has said be 
doesn't want this board to have line- 
item control of this budget, but what 
you did last year came perilously 
close to that. Either the hospital gov- 
erning commission is going to run the 
hospital or the county board is." 


Areas recommended for cuts last 


year, which were once again singled 
out this* year, include the staff which 
seeks grants for the hospital, the "in- 
dustrial relations" staff which nego- 
tiates union contracts and the number 
of architects employed in the hospi- 
tal's building department. 


One cut recommended by the board 


last year that has been made in this 
year's budget is the elimination of an 
associate director of public affairs, 
who was paid $41,844 a year.

The board learned Monday night 


that the district stands to lose about 
$1.5 million a year in state aid if a 
Dist. 59 unit district is formed. Ad- 
ministrators also told the board Mon- 
day they could not see "any advan- 
tages" for Dist. 214 if a unit district is 
formed, 
• 


Dist. 59 is in the midst of studying 


converting to a unit district in which 
one administration and school board 
would govern elementary and high 
schools. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts in Dist. 214. 


ACCORDING TO figures reviewed 


by the Dist. 214 board, the high school 
district would lose about 42 per cent 
of its tax base, about 27 per cent of its 
students and about $6 million in assets 
if a unit district were formed.

only member of the Dist. 214 board 
from the Dist. 59 attendance area, 
said the impetus behind the Dist. 59 
study is the "opportunity to increase 
their assessed valuation per student. 
If it were not to their (financial) bene- 
fit they wouldn't go ahead with the 
study." 


ASSOCIATE SUPT. Robert Weber 


said depending on the tax rate that 
would be set for the unit district, Dist. 
59 property owners and businesses 
could raise "the same amount of mon- 
ey at a lower tax rate" because they 
would have a high assessed valuation 
value per child. 


"I haven't found any benefits fto 


Dist. 214) from a financial stand- 
point," Weber said. "Our figures show 
we would receive about $100 per stu- 
dent less in state aid and taxes than 
we could as we are now. That would 
amount to about $1.5 million less in 
available funds," Weber said. 


Gilbert said Dist. 59 expects 'to have 


its unit district study completed by 
April and "we could conceivably be 
three months away from a hearing." 


Gilbert said after the study is com- 


pleted a petition to form the unit dis- 
trict must be presented to the county 
superintendent of schools, who will 
then hold a public hearing. A report of 
the hearing is sent to the state super- 
intendent of schools who can call for 
a. vote on the question. 


"IT WOULD not serve us well to 


wait to come up with a decision from 
the Dist. 214 board on how we feel on 
this issue," said Artemenko. "K they 
'think Dist. 214 doesn't care they will 
continue.

Karen Quinlan case 
before NJ. top court 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quinlan "right to die" case .Monday 
and some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make Ufe-or-death decisions as part of a dairy routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with grace and dignity." 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquillzers and alcohol at a party 
for a friend. 


The Quinlans uwit the court to grant them permission to remove 


Karen from the respirator. In October, the Quinlans failed to per- 
suade a lower Jburt to support them in their plea. Her doctors had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain is alive and she does not meet any of the medical standards 
normally used to declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand down a decision in the case. 


The Quinlans' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was. peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life. 


Is it ethical, the justices asked, for a doctor and family to decide 


not to start life-sustaining measures when a patient is terminally 
ill? Should a patient, such as Karn, be kept alive for 50 years if

Use of drugs 
by young adults 
rises in village 


Drug usage in Buffalo Grove is in- 


creasing, particularly among young 
adults, ages 18 to 25, a Buffalo Grove 
police detective told the village pres- 
ident's roundtable discussion Monday 
night. 


Sgt. Kenneth Blanchett of the Buf- 


falo Grove Police Dept., said drug ar- 
rests among adults in 1975 were up 34 
per cent over 1974. Drug arrests 
among juveniles under age 17 were 
down 22 per cent, he added. 


Blanchett said young singles and 


couples ages 18 to 25 were ex- 
perimenting more with drugs and said 
that out of 27 reported drug over- 
doses, last year, 17 were in the 18 to 
25 age bracket. 


THE LOWER NUMBER of arrests 


among high school students is primar- 
ily the result of a successful education 
program in the high school, Blanchett 
said. 


Despite the high school program, 


the police department is still having 
problems reaching enough parents and 
children, primarily because of the vil- 
lage's growth and parents' attitudes, 
Blanchett said. 


"The growing village population is a 


big problem," Blanchett said. "We're 
growing so fast, that we don't reach 
enough people." 


When children ask their parents 


about a certain drug or its effects, 
parents often "throw up a stone 
wall," Blanchett said. 


"PARENTS WILL say, 'Don't try 


that - it's bad,' but that doesn't solve 
the problem," Blanchett said. "If they 
don't answer why it's bad, the child 
will find out somewhere else — and he 
may try it himself."

Ever too late to quit? 


Karen Quinlan case 
before IV. J. top court 


TRENTON. N.J. lUPI) - Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quinlan "right to die" case Monday 
and some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make life-or-death decisions as part of a dally routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with grace and dignity.-" 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquilizers and alcohol at a party 
(or a friend. 


The Quinlans want the court to grant them permission to remove 


Karen from the respirator. In October, the Quinlans failed to per- 
suade a lower elmrt to support them in their plea. Her doctors had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain is alive and she does not meet any of the medical standards 
normally used to declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand-down a decision in the case. 


The Quinlans' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life. 


Is It ethical, the justices asked, for a doctor and family to decide 


not to start life-sustaining measures when a patient is terminally 
III? Should a patient, such as Kara, be kept alive for 50 years if

Police said fighting was limited to shooting incidents between 


looters and Palestinian troops enforcing the cease-fire. 


Police sources said five persons wee killed, one of the lowest 


casualty figures for weeks in the nine-month war that killed more 
than 10.000 persons and wounded at least 21,000. 


The joint Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian truce committee reported 


the "demilitarization process" was progressing. Under the plan by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam, international high- 
ways have opened and all gunmen are to be off the streets by 6 
p.m. Tuesday. 


The state radio said all gunmen from both Christian and Moslem 


sides had withdrawn from the city by 10 p.m. 


Lebanese security forces, including the army, began taking 


charge of roads although patrols of Palestine Liberation Army sol- 
diers moved through western Beirut when thousands of citizens 
poured out of their homes to walk about in safety for the firtl time 
in months. 


Palestinian guerrilla leader Zuheir Mohsen said of the Syrian- 


negotiated agreement between the warring- factions: "This is not 
just another truce, but a real end to the civil war." 


"The war is over," said Mohsen, head of the Syrian-backed Al 


Saiqa guerrillas. "I don't believe that anyone will be able to explode 
it again — not today, not tomorrow and not in the near or distant

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Karen Quinlan case 
before N. J. top court 


TRENTON. N.J. <UPl) — Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quinlan "right to die" case Monday 
and some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make life-nr-death decisions as part of a daily routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with grace and dignity." 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquillisers "and alcoMI at a party 
for a friend. 


The Quintans want the court to grant them permission to remove 


Karen from the respirator. In October, the Quintans failed to per- 
suade a lower court to support them in their plea. Her doctors had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain is alive and she does not meet any of- the medical standards 
normally used to declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices 'gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand down a decision in the case. 


The Quintans' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life. 


Is It ethical, the justices asked, for a doctor and family to decide 


not to start life-sustaining measures when a patient is terminally 
ill? Should a patient, such as Karn, be kept alive for 50 years if

The joint Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian truce committee reported 


the "demilitarization process" was progressing. Under the plan by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam, international high- 
ways have opened and all gunmen are to be off the streets by 6 
p.m. Tuesday. 


The state radio said all gunmen from both Christian and Moslem 


aides had withdrawn from the city by 10 p.m. 


Lebanese security forces, including the army, began taking 


charge of roads although patrols of Palestine liberation Army sol- 
diers moved through western Beirut when thousands of citizens 
poured out of their homes to walk about in safety for the firtt time 
in months. 


Palestinian guerrilla leader Zuheir Mohsen said of the Syrian- 


negotiated agreement between the warring factions: "This is not 
just another truce, but a real end to the civil war."

Karen Quintan case 
before IV. /. top court 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quinlan "right to die" case Monday 
and some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make life-or-death decisions as part of a daily routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quinlan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with grace and dignity." 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquilteers and alcohol at a party 
for a friend. 


The Quintans want the court to grant them permission to remove 


Kar-sn from the respirator. In October, the Quinlans failed to per- 
suade a lower tTnirt to support them in their plea. Her doctors had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain is alive and she does not meet any of the medical standards 
normally used to declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand down a decision in the case. 


The Quintans' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life. 


Ts it ethical, the justices asked, for a doctor and family to decide 


not to start life-sustaining measures when a patient is terminally 
ill? Should a patient, such as Karn, he kept alive for SO years if

looters and Palestinian troops enforcing the cease-fire. 


Police sources said five persons wee killed, one of the lowest 


casualty figures for weeks in the nine-month war that killed more 
than 10,000 persons and wounded at least 21,000. 


The joint Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian truce committee reported 


the "demilitarization process" was progressing. Under the plan by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam, international high- 
ways have opened and all gunmen are to be off the streets by 6 
p.m. Tuesday, 


The state radio said all gunmen from both Christian and Moslem 


sides had withdrawn from the city by 10 p.m. 


Lebanese security forces, including the army, began taking 


charge of roads although patrols of Palestine Liberation Army sol- 
diers moved through western Beir.ut when thousands of citizens 
poured out of their homes to walk about in safety for the fir* time 
In months. 


Palestinian guerrilla leader Zuheir Mohsen said of the Syrian- 


negotiated agreement between the warring factions: "This is not 
just another truce, but a real end to the civil war." 


"The war is over," said Mohsen, head of the Syrian-backed A)

opposed a bond sale," she said. 


If the council approves the referen- 


dum request, the library will nave 
time to satisfy all'legal requirements 
for advertising the referendum before 
the Feb. 28 date, she added.

rate increase approved by the voters 
in September. 


Perry figured the district could face 


an 8 per cent inflation factor, and ac- 
cept a $500,000 deficit budget by cut- 
ting programs by about 3 per cent.

TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) — Seven justices of New Jersey's highest 


court took up the Karen Ann Quintan "right to die" case Monday 
and, some indicated they might be swayed by evidence that physi- 
cians make life-or-death decisions as part of a daily routine. 


Karen's parents, Joseph and Julia Quintan, asked the state Su- 


preme Court to let their daughter die "with grace and dignity." 
Karen has been in a coma, her life sustained by a respirator, since 
last April 14 when she mixed tranquillisers and alcohol at a party 
(or a friend. 


The Quinlans wfJit the court to grant them permission to remove 


Karen from the respirator. In October, the Quintans failed to per- 
suade a lower Iburt to support them in their plea. Her doctors had 
refused their request to unplug the respirator, asserting that her 
brain Is alive and she does not meet any of the medical standards 
normally used to declare a person dead. 


When the oral arguments concluded, the justices gave no in- 


dication of when they might hand down a decision in the case. 


The Quintans' attorney, Paul Armstrong, was peppered with a 


series of questions on euthanasia — mercy killing — and the pos- 
sible effects of a decision that would end Karen's life. 


Is it ethical, the justices asked, for a doctor and family to decide 


not to start life-sustaining measures when a patient is terminally 
ill? Should a patient, such as Karn, be kept alive for SO years if

Moslems, Christians

than 10,000 persons and wounded at least 21,000. 


The joint Lebanese-Syrian-Palestinian truce committee reported 


the "demilitarization process" was progressing. Under the plan by 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam, international high- 
ways have opened and all gunmen are to be off the streets by 6 
p.m. Tuesday. 


The state radio said all gunmen from both Christian and Moslem 


sides had withdrawn from the city by 10 p.m. 


Lebanese security forces, including the army, began taking 


charge of roads although patrols of Palestine Liberation Army sol- 
diers moved through western Beirut when thousands of citizens 
poured out of their homes to walk about in safety for the first time 
in months. 


Palestinian guerrilla leader Zuh'eir Mohsen said of the Syrian- 


negotiated agreement between the warring factions: "This is not 
just another truce, but a real end to the civil war."

To solve budget problems 
Trustees back trash pickup fee 


by LYNN ASINOF 


A residential garbage collection fee. 


ranging from $3 to $4.25 a month has 
the support of most Mount Prospect 
Village Board members as a solution 
to current budget problems. 


Village 'officials now estimate a 


$400,000 deficit in 1976-77 unless new 
sources of revenue are found. 


Garbage collection is currently fi- 


nanced with funds from village taxes. 
A separate assessment would mean 
village residents will pay more next 
year for the service they now receive. 


Four of seven board'members sup- 


port a separate garbage fee ranging 
'from $3 to $4.25. The fee will help cov- 
er the anticipated deficit, and several 
board members say it also will cover 
proposed employe pay hikes. 


THE PROPOSALS were outlined in 


a series of memos to be considered at 
a special 
budget session tonight. 


Trustee Richard N. Hendrieks is the 
onlytboard member who has not yet 
made a recommendation. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert is advo- 


cating a $4.25 charge to residential 
users, saying this 
will free 
the 


$863,000 already levied for garbage 
collection. He said that with a 6 per 
cent'employee pay hike, this would 
give the village about a $100,000 cash 
balance as a financial cushion. 


"A direct garbage charge would put 


us in the same position as other com- 
munities which have long recognized 
the impossibility of providing this par- 
ticular service through a tax levy," 
Teichert said. "Even with a direct 
garbage charge and our existing tax 
levy, we would still be one of the low- 
est taxing communities in the north- 
west area."

TRUSTEE THEODORE A, Wallen- 


berg called for a $4 fee to solve imme- 
diate financial problems. He said, 
however, the village should consider 
hiking property taxes to cover gar- 
bage collection costs, allowing resi- 
dents to write off the fee on their fed- 
eral income tax. • 


Others favoring a garbage collec- 


tion fee include Trustee Michael H. 
Minton, who recommended a $4.25 
charge, and Trustee E. F. Richard- 
son, who called for a $3 fee. 


Establishment of a garbage collec- 


tion fee would also end a long-stand- 
ing complaint of.the business commu- 
nity. Although all property owners are 
taxed 30.16 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, for scavenger' service,'the 
village only pays for residential gar- 
bage collection. 


OTHER PROPOSALS to raise reve- 


nue include increases in the business 
license fees, ranging from a 25 per 
cent hike to doubling the present fee 
schedule. 


A real estate transfer tax of.$l per 


thousand dollars assessed valuation 
was endorsed by Trustee Edward B, 
Rhea Jr., with Minton and Trustee 
Leo Floros backing a similar tax. 


Minton also called for an apartment 


licensing fee estimated to produce 
$130,500 for the village.

Worker pay hikes favored, despite financial woes 


A majority of Mount Prospect Vil- 


lage Board members favor employe 
pay hikes of 5 to 6 per cenl, despite 
village financial problems.^ 


Four of seven village board mem- 


bers called for pay hikes while three 
of the four endorsed budget cuts that 
will eliminate present village ser- 
vices. The proposals are outlined in a 
series of memos to be discussed at a 
special budget session tonight. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert, Trustees 


E. F. Richardson .and Theodore J. 
Wattenberg all called for 6 per cent 
pay bikes at a cost of about $255,000. 
Trustee Leo Florps backed a 5 per 
cent hike for those employes who do 
not currently get step increases. 


ONE TRUSTEE, however, called 


for the layoff 
of eight 
employes. 


Trustee Edward~B. Rhea Jr. said the 
village Could "continue to provide the 
same general level of services with 
perhaps. some slippage in efficiency 
with their elimination." 


Richardson also hinted at layoffs by 


calling for $209.640 in "other possible 
department 
adjustments.'-' 
He de- 


clined to outline these adjustments, 
but said they dealt with personnel. 


Rhea also said he is opposed to any 


employe pay hikes or increased fringe 
benefits. Noting statistics on the vil- 
lage pay scale, Rhea said Mount 
Prospect is in the top 10 in base .sala- 
ries and top five -in .fringe benefits 
wften compared to 30 suburban com- 
munities and Chicago. 


"I BELIEVE it is time to let the 


rest of the area catch up," he said. 


Although Floros called for 5 per 


cenl pay hikes, he also endorsed 
$370,200 in budget cuts. They include 
the elimination of sick leave benefits,' 
a decrease in hospitalization coverage 
and dropping improvements to the vil- 
lage hall parking lot. 


Most of Floros' proposed cuts, how- 


ever, are listed as general reductions 


at the discreation of the department 
head. This could include layoffs.

Dist. 59 is in the midst of studying 


converting to a unit district in which 
one administration and school board 


would govern elementary 'and high 
schools. Dist. 59 is one of seven ele- 
mentary districts in Dist. 214. 


ACCORDING TO figures reviewed 


by the Dist. 214 board, the high school 
district would lose about 42 per cent 
of its tax base, about 27 per cent of its 
students and about $6 million in assets 
if a unit district were formed. 


"I don't come up with any advan- 


lages for Dist. 214 if this (unit) dis- 
trict is formed," Supt. Edward Gil- 
bert said. "We'.ve been thinking and 
so far we .come,up dry."
